Communicable Disease

quarantine the whole State. Plague broke out again 
1907, 1919 Oakland, and 1924 Los Angeles, 
but each outbreak was effectively stamped out through 
the coordinated efforts state and local health agen- 
cies. 

The death rate for tuberculosis began decline 
for the first time 1910, and has continued decrease 
slowly ever since. Case rates, which started downward 
about the same time, rose sharply during World War 
but thereafter declined continuously. 

Typhoid fever another major disease which has 
largely disappeared this State since 1900, although 
between 1908 and 1909 more than 1,000 deaths were 
recorded from this disease California. Modern sani- 
tary methods, and education and supervision typhoid 
are the public health measures which have 
subdued this disease its present status. 

Much could said about the other public health 
programs which have reduced smallpox, whooping 
cough and diphtheria all-time lows. Smallpox has 
been all but nonexistent California for several years, 
but its reappearance from outside potentiality not 
ruled out. Diphtheria still exists, although 
entirely preventable. Some parents must still con- 
the importance and effectiveness immuniza- 
tion protect their children against the preventable 
diseases. 

The venereal diseases remain major public health 
problem. Each period national emergency has 
brought upswing venereal disease cases, prompt- 
ing renewed control measures education, casefinding 
and treatment. 

Poliomyelitis remains one disease which cannot yet 
any known means. California has experienced several 
polio epidemics recent years. The efforts physi- 
cians and public health authorities diagnose the 
disease early and place polio patients under prompt 
treatment have been outstanding. 


Maternal and Child Health 
The year 1906 gives our first recorded baseline 
for the comparison infant deaths. that year the 
estimated infant death rate California was 160 per 


thousand live births. Approximately one out three 
deaths occurred among children under five 
age. Federal funds under the Sheppard-Towner 
became available California after World War 
1920 the Bureau Child Hygiene, now the Bureay 
Maternal and Child Health, was established, and 
began general strategic attack the health problems 
California mothers and children. The same year, 
which also saw the first complete tabulations infant 
and maternal deaths this State, marks the start 
decline rates for such deaths. 

California’s 1949 infant mortality rate was 26.8 per 
thousand live births, the State’s lowest, and the same 
true the 1949 maternal mortality rate 0.6 per 
thousand live births. Maternal and child health 
grams all local health departments are directed 
toward reducing these figures still further. Several 
other states have lower infant mortality rates than ours, 
and within California the figures vary considerably 
among the counties. 


Health and the Environment 

The oldest programs public health, California 
other states, have had with problems sani- 
tation, the purity food and drugs, and the control 
the environmental carriers disease such rats and 
rodents. series laws relating food and drug 
control were passed the State Legislature beginning 
1850, but was not until 1908 that adequate laws 
made enforcement effective. The State Department 
Public Health and its Bureau Food and Drug 
Inspections adhere policy ‘‘education and assist- 
ance first, punitive action last.’’ California can 
justly proud the way which the food and drug 
industry maintaining high level sanitation. 

The State Board Health’s first intensive sanita- 
tion program came 1900 with the outbreak plague 
San Chinatown. The Bureau Sanitary 
Engineering was established 1915, and has accom- 
plished much through the years regulating sewage 
disposal systems and public water supplies, big 
factor the control typhoid this State. Sanita- 
tion programs the local level have shown remarkable 
development recent years. 

With the development California’s rich agricul- 
tural lands, irrigation practices introduced the need 
for more effective mosquito control. The State passed 
the Mosquito Abatement District Act 1915. Rapid 
expansion mosquito abatement districts has 
fully held mosquito-borne diseases check. There were 
1,055 cases malaria California 1919; 1949 
only two cases were reported, and those with 
outside the State. 

1950 the Bureau Vector Control administered 
the distribution $400,000 state subvention funds 
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for mosquito control, which local districts added 
another $1,250,000 raised locally. 


Industrial Health 

1937 the State Department Public Health 
established Industrial Hygiene Service, which has 
been expanded gradually meet increasing demands 
for the protection offers against occupational hazards 
and diseases which threaten the health the State’s 
rapidly growing labor force. Today’s Bureau Adult 
Health conducts from the state level varied program 
prevent disease and promote good health the 
working environment approximately 3,500,000 
employed persons California. the local level there 
increasing attention the health workers and 
some local health departments have established indus- 
trial health services. 


Public Health Organization 

California’s State Board Health was established 
1870, the second the United States, although Cali- 
fornia that time was only years old. The develop- 
ment and effectiveness public health organization 
the state level was comparatively slow during the 
first few decades the board’s existence. After 1900 
was granted greater authority administer public 
health program, although limited scope. 

For four decades after the turn the century the 
State Department Public Health developed slowly 
with services being added one one. Yet, many 
respects, administration well-integrated program 
was not possible. 

Not until World War with its tremendous influx 
new population California, was the demand for 
sweeping reorganization and streamlining the Cali- 
fornia public health program realized. 

Enabling legislation clarified the responsibilities 
the State Board Public Health and State Director 
Health. The board, formerly administrative, 
policy-making, regulatory, judicial and 
body. The State Director Public Health 
the administrative officer the department, 
and executive officer the board. The department now 
has six divisions, the last one, the Division Dental 
Health, being added only last year. 


Local Health Service 

Development public health services the local 
level California has been phenomenal, particularly 
the last two decades. present California’s 
counties are served full-time health depart- 
ments—39 county and bi-county units, and city 
health departments. They comprise percent the 
State’s total land area, and contain percent its 

great stimulus the expansion local 
health services the Public Health Assistance Act 


(1947), which provides state funds local communi- 
ties for public health services. This act has not only 
stimulated the formation new departments, but has 
made possible the extension existing organized 
departments their protective services the 

The most significant factor local health service 
the last two years, besides the fact further growth, 
the splendid work being done cooperatively the 
state and local departments public health through 
the California Conference Local Health Officers. 
The conference was created legislative action 1947 
for the purpose moulding pattern operative 
standards for local health departments California. 
Its membership includes all local health officers the 
State. 

Cooperation and Guidance 

During the half century has come the growing 
realization that health everybody’s business, that 
every individual has important contribution make 
not only his own health, but also the health his 
community. The accomplishments health 
programs California have always been cooperative 
achievements, and foremost among participants have 
been the State’s physicians private practice. was 
such physician, Dr. Thomas Logan, who inspired the 
State’s first public health action. Physicians served 
the first and all subsequent State Boards Health, and, 
with their colleagues private practice, each year have* 
sought and brought about some further advances the 
protection the people’s health. 


Teamwork and mutual assistance increasingly 
characterized health work this State vol- 
untary organizations arose, special citizens’ groups 
were formed participate health and welfare activ- 
ities, and professional societies came represent 
organized way the State’s doctors, dentists, hos- 
pitals, educators, welfare workers, and local health 
officers. 

The Next Half Century 

Some the factors influencing California’s health 
have created definite trends upon which predictions 
health practices the next half century can 
based. For example, babies born 1951 can expect 
survive health hazards which 1900 killed many 
during infaney and childhood. More people are living 
longer, and their advancing years they now face 
new hazards the chronie illnesses 
old age. This trend which will have great influence 
program planning. 

Still needing exploration the broad field men- 
tal health. The need for sound mental health program 
has been recognized the state level with the estab- 
lishment Mental Health Service the State 
Department Public Health, and local programs are 
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being developed few areas the State increas- 
ing attention directed this area public health. 
Healthwise, California has come long way during 
the first half this fateful twentieth century. May 
said the year 2000 that the gains for the second 
half the century have been just productive for 
Californians were those the years 1900-1950. 


State Enjoys Good Health 1950, 
Year-end Statistics Show 


California 1950 was healthier place live than 
ever, with advances made all along the line this 
State’s fight against enemies the health. 

California citizens had less diphtheria and less 
typhoid fever last year than any time state his- 
tory. Rates were 2.7 cases diphtheria and 1.0 
typhoid for each 100,000 people. Smallpox reached the 
vanishing point, with cases reported. 

Syphilis and gonorrhea have dropped steadily since 
their wartime peak, but took the steepest nosedive 
all 1950. The year’s 1,000 new syphilis infections 
were percent fewer than 1949, and the 16,000 
gonorrhea cases reported were percent fewer. 

Reported cases tuberculosis fell off slightly last 
year even though intensive community-wide X-ray 
surveys Los Angeles, San Diego and elsewhere 
turned many previously unknown infections. 
better index progress was the 1950 death rate for 
tuberculosis—an all-time low approximately 
deaths per 100,000 population. 

Vital statistics the year tabulate some 77,000 
marriages, about 500 more than 1949. the other 
hand, slight decreases were represented California’s 
239,000 births and 99,000 deaths. 

Babies and children general enjoyed healthy 
year, even though common childhood ailments like 
measles, mumps and chickenpox hit them about the 
same ratio most other times. 

The year’s infant mortality rate, estimated 25.9 
deaths per thousand live births, was this State’s all-time 
low. Outbreaks diarrhea the newborn, dread 
enemy infants, appeared less often, affected fewer 
babies, and were less fatal during 1950. 

Poliomyelitis took unexpected upturn toward 
the end the year. However, the total 2,200 cases 
reported California December was still below 
the 1949 figure, and less than half the total 1948’s 

Single exception the downward trend impor- 
tant communicable diseases during the past year was 
acute infectious encephalitis.

20-bed unit has been made available 
Terminal Island, San Pedro, for recalcitrant male 
tuberculosis patients. Authorized the 1949 Legis- 
lature, this institution expected meet long-felt 
and serious need, especially for counties where jail 
facilities are not available for infectious tuberculosis 
lawbreakers. The Terminal Island unit will receive 
patients court order from any part the State. 

Compulsory hospitalization Terminal Island will 
resorted only for obviously recalcitrant cases who 
have repeatedly broken isolation orders, have shown 
positive sputums for long periods, and who beyond 
doubt are negligent protecting their families and 
communities from their disease. Even then, persuasion, 
social work and ‘‘gentler’’ methods will exhausted 
before resorting court action.

laws governing cannery inspection, food sanitation and 
labeling. For many years California has had 
tions which serve protect consumers against botulism 
requiring the licensing and continuous inspection 
all commercial canneries which pack nonacid foods. 


Only acid fruits, tomatoes and few other foods 
are exempt from the cannery inspection law. How- 
ever, all edible products sold must also canned 
under strict sanitary conditions prescribed other 
legislation. Virtually home kitchen housewife 
could meet these sanitary requirements for steriliza- 
tion, containers, equipment and facilities. addition, 
both federal and state laws provide for the proper 
labeling canned goods. These rules would also 
violated unintentionally almost any home canner. 


the other hand, home canning for family con- 
sumption can done quite safely long house- 
wives use pressure cooker other scientifically 
approved methods. Information safe home canning 
procedures can obtained from local health depart- 
ments from the Agricultural Extension Service 
the University California.
